One feature of the national bankruptcy law that 
has been harshly criticised is the provision by which 
any creditor who has received any payment from the 
bankrupt prior to the date of the acjudication of bank- 
ruptcy must refund such payment or be cut off entirely 
from further participation in the assets of the bank- 
rupt concern. 








THE people of the United States are paying $1,000, - 
000 a day for tropical products used in manufacturing 
or food and drink, and most of which are produced in 
greater or less degree or can be readily produced in 
the islands which have come into closer relationship 
with the United States through the events of the past 
two years. The April Summary of Commerce and 
Finance, which has just been issued by the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics, shows that in the 10 month send- 
ing with April our imports of tropical products have 
been over $300,000,000 in value, thus averaging fully 
$1,000,000 a day and indicating that for the full year 
they will reach $365,000,000. India rubber, fibers, 
raw silk, cotton, gums, cabinet woods, indigo, ivory, 
dyewoods and certain lines of chemicals make up the 
share of this vast sum which the manufacturers of the 
United States take and require in constantly increas- 
ing quantities. 








Our esteemed exchange, the Cycle Age, deserves 
credit for giving some patent attorneys, whose meth- 
ods are hardly gilt-edged, a good shaking up. The 
majority of patent attorneys are honorable men, but 
there are bad eggs in the patent attorneyship basket 
as well as any other. Among the reprehensible pat- 
ent attorneys this exchange of ours handles without 
gloves, is a firm who send out a pamphlet declaring 
that ‘‘As a general rule every patentable improve- 
ment will more than repay the small cost of taking 
out a patent.” Now this isalie. The patent attor- 
neys making this declaration know it is a lie, but in 
order to induce hard working mechanics and mer- 
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chants to protect valueless inventions where utility is 
unquestionably ni/, but which are different enough 
from anything else to pass through the patent office, 


' these people send out the seductive circulars telling 


how much money the lead pencil rubber tips made, 
and urging patentees to waste their money for ‘‘pam- 
pering a pimple on the brain,” as our exchange has it. 











Few people make more mistakes than 
Business those who rashly generalize concerning 
Outlook. business conditions. In spite of the gen- 

eral tendency towards one classification or 
the other, commercial life is not like the little girl 
who ‘‘when she was good was very, very good, and 
when she was bad she was horrid.” On the contrary 
its course is rather a series of fluctuations, sometimes 
way above the half-way point, sometimes slightly 
above it, sometimes a slight shade below it. If the 
average hardware jobber who happens to enjoy the 
largest week’s business he ever had in his life last 
week should not keep up to the same figure this 
week he would be apt to designate business as 
‘‘rotten.”’ 

The traveler receives no extraordinary credit for 
the extremely large bill of stoves he sold to the Jones 
Stove Co. last April, but the sales manager gets on 
his trail with a hot letter because he doesn’t duplicate 
the order this week, when the fact is the Jones Stove 
Co. will be lucky if they sell the bunch of stoves they 
bought last March during the year. 

Some people’s business acumen is a peculiar thing. 
In their own business they look way ahead. There 
are some stove manufacturers who are just finishing 
using the pig iron they were shrewd enough to buy 
in November and December, 1898, and hardware job- 
bers galore who made profitable contracts before 
prices commenced going upward. These same men 
have sold heavily to the retail trade last year and the 
earlier part of this year. Is it not strange that they 
should not realize that the shrewd retailer has been 
pursuing the same policy they have themselves, and 
has been putting in large stocks when prices were 
rising? Retail demand while of course more largely 
hand to mouth than jobbing demand is by no means 
entirely so. On the contrary, the deaier in this age 
of close competition looks for much of bis profit from 
timely buying, and at the present time the retail 
trade are fairly well stocked up, Retail busines is 
good in most localities, and the dealer will soon find 
himself forced to replenish his stock very heavily. 
This day will probably not occur tomorrow or the day 
after, but it is a question of weeks rather than months. 
The market is in a bealthy condition and the fact that 
the trade do not buy largely now is not unnatural nor 
does it show a prospective slump in prices. One 
trouble is that our business world is dominated too 
much by Wall street talk. Speculation is a continual 
battle of bulls and bears, and whether conditions 
justify it or not the ursine element has to make a bluff 
at being on top once in a while. Ever since the fali 
of ’98 the bull element has been rampant, but the bear 
side must have an occasional inning even if it makes 
its opportunity, and the skillful manipulators on the 
short side of the market have found an opportunity in 
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the recent stock-jobbing price slashing of the Ameri- 
can Steel & Wire Co. coupled with the closing of iron 
and steel plants, which occur every summer for re- 
pairs, etc., to enable them to raise a cry of depression 
under cover of which they can buy in stocks at a low 
price. Indications point to the bulls in the saddle 
from this time on, and the present depression talk 
will be forgotten in less than a fortnight. 

Business cannot come in carriages 365 days in the 
year. There never was a time when everybody made 
more money than ever before all the time. The man- 
ufacturing capacity of the country is as we all know 
able to take care of the business if given time enough, 
and the spectacle of the manufacturer turning down 
orders vecause he has his entire product sold for 
months ahead is not one to become chronic. 

Business has been good and will be good for 
several years to come. The latter half of 1900 will 
show an immense amount of buying by American 
farmers and mechanics. Whatever conservative tim- 
idity some elements of the trade may have about the 
present there is general and unbounded confidence in 
the future. It will be over a decade before we see 
pig iron at the $9.50 mark again and more likely two 
decades than one. Periods of depression and prosper- 
ity run in cycles and not ip years or months, Busi- 
ness statistics do not read ‘January good, February 
bad, March good, April bad,” nor even ‘1899 good, 
1900 bad, 1901 good, 1902 bad,” but run for series of 
several years and we are today just over the threshold 
of the right kind of a cycle.

IRON AND STEEL IN 1899. 





The American Iron & Steel Association have just 
issued their annual report giving complete statistics 
of the iron and steel industry in 1899. It is declared 
by competent authorities to be the most complete and 
accurate data of a years’ operations ever published in 
this oa any other country. 

In 1899 the United States made 13,620,703 gross 
tons of pig iron, 7,586,354 tons of Bessemer steel 
ingots, 2,947,316 tons of open hearth steel and 10,6339, - 
857 tons of steel of all kinds, and rolled in all 10,357, - 
397 tons of finished iron and steel, including rails. 

There were also shipped in the same year 18,251, - 
804 gross tons of Lake Superior iron ore and 10,129,764 
net tons of Connellsville coke. 

The imports of iron ore during 1899 were 674,082 
tons against 187,093 tons in 1898; imports of Cuban 
ore 368,759 tons against 164,077 tons in 1898. The 
production of manganese ore in 1898, the latest year 
for which official statistics are available, was 15,957 
tons, The imports in that year were 114,885 tons; 
in 1899, 188,349 tons. 

The total consumption of iron ore in 1°99 is esti- 
mated at 25,200,000 tons against 21,193,000 tons in 
1898 and 17,375 tons in 1897, 

The consumption of pig iron in 1899 is figured at 
13,799,421 tons, an unprecedented total, against 
12,005,674 tons, approximate consumption in 1898 

and 9,381,914 tons in 1897.

The hot gases are con- 
veyed directly from the fuel by a zigzag upward 
course over the short diamond-shaped waterways on 
both sides of the boiler, direct to the top and thence 
downward into a center, horizontal flue and forward 
to the front section, where the gases are again car- 
ried downward into the lower horizontal flue, thence 
back to rear end of boiler into the smoke flue attach- 
ment, where the regulating damper is placed and ar- 
ranged to be automatically controlled. The grate 
surface extends the entire length of the boiler. In 
boilers of ten sections or more, the grate is connected 
to operate in two series of sections by levers, one upon 
the left and the other upon the right hand of front.

MONARCH SUNSHINE STEAI AND HOT WATER

The Reading Stove Works, Reading, Pa., have 
brought out a new steam and hot water heater styled 
Monarch Sunshine, shown herewith. This heater is

designed principally for use in large buildings, such 
as public halls, churches, school houses and hospitals, 
and is made in two series, one with a 4l-inch grate 
and one with a 25-inch grate. The sizes range from 
600 feet in steam to 5200 feet in water. The con- 
struction shows the type of double section heater, each 
half section being joined at the top to a header and at 
the bottom to the base side, All connections are made 
of wrought iron push uipples, and bolts drawing the 
sections together are all outside of the water, insur- 
ing against rusting out of bolt. The base is made in 
three pieces, all hollow and joined by push nipples. 
The arrangement of this heater allows each casting to 
be of moderate size and weight, so that it can easily 
be taken through any ordinary door. Any section 
can be removed without disturbing the others, and if 
the holes are plugged, the heater can be operated as 
before. Each section is an independent boiler with 
its own circulation throughout, but all connected top 
and bottom to large waterways, The water and 
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steam sections are made differently. In the water 
heater the quantity of water is made as small as prac- 
ticable, with many waterways, thus allowing large 
heating surfaces. The steam section is made larger 
at the top and sides, thus increasing the waterways 
for circulation within the heater, ard allowing a much 
larger space at the top of boiler for the formation of 
steam. The circulation in this heater is vertical 
throughout, the open cut showing the small connec- 
tions between the vertical water columns. This cut 
also shows the draft to be directly vertical from all 
parts of the grate into the drop flues over the fire. At 
every point of the heater they are now drawn to the 
center through the tortuous paths made by the stag- 
gered waterways into the central flue. Then they 
are drawn back the entire length of the heater into 
the smoke pipe. This arrangement obtains a large 
proportion of direct fire surface in the drop flues, an 
equal draft all over the grate and a sufficiently long 
travel in the upper flue to utilize the maximum amount 
of heat from the coal. The grate of this heater is of 
the rocking and dumping type, as shown in the open 
cut, The patented attachment on the shaker arm 1n- 
sures the grate being level before the handle can be

removed. In the No. 41 series the grate is divided 
and supported in the middle, each half being operated 
by a separate shaker. In these large heaters the 
grate is thus very easy to operate and allows one side 
of the fire to be cleaned at a time, insuring a most 
thorough cleaning. By the removal of a small pawl 
which engages the shaking bar the grates can be 
turned at right angles to the contents and the fire 
can be dropped into the ash pit without the escape of 
dust in the furnace room. The entire grate with 
frame can be removed for repairs by the unscrewing 
of four small bolts. 
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PRESSURE BOILER IN BASEMENT.

We placed pressure boiler in basement connect- 
ing with range in kitchen above. There are two con- 
nections—with furnace in basement and range in 
kitchen —both to pressure boiler. The water heats 
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all right with furnace connection only, but when both 
were connected would not heat satisfactorily. Now if 
there is any way to heat the water from range while 
pressure boiler isin basement we would like to do so, 
OLIVER Bros.

ANSWER BY JAMES J, LAWLER. 

We regret that you didn’t send us a sketch of the 
furnace, the range and the boiler, showing the man- 
ner of pipe connections with same, because the success 
of hot water circulation depends, practically speaking, 
entirely on the way pipes are run and connected. Yet 
without the proper information on which to base our 
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answer, which would be a sketch showing the work. 
We are satisfied that the trouble is due to the man- 
ner of connecting the range in kitchen with the stor- 
age boiler in basement. We, therefore, show ir the 
accompanying illustration, Fig. 1, how these connec- 
tions should be made in order to cause the water as 
it is heated in range to flow by gravitation to the 
boiler in cellar. To accomplish this result it is nec- 
essary to first rise with the upper or hot water pipe 
from waterback as high as is practical, which in any 
event could be carried as high as the kitchen ceiling 
and then return with same pipe to top of storage 
boiler in basement, at the same time having an outlet 
ut top of the loop from which the second floor fixtures 
could be supplied with hot water, and should there be 
no fixtures on second floor, the other fixtures on any 
floor should be supplied from the same top outlet 
marked A in sketch, drawing all hot water from this 
high poiut is done for the special purpose of keeping 
the top of loop free from all air, which is much better 
than an air valve, because air valves are neglected, 
and in drawing hot water through the system from 
top of loop, as shown, the accumulated air escapes, 
and thus the circuit is never air bound. It must be 
understood that where hot water is to be circulated 
and stored at some distance below the source of heat, 
































the water cannot move as rapidly by gravitation be 
cause it can never have as much power to move and 
therefore, the water will not heat as quickly as in 
cases where the boiler is located above the waterback, 
consequently the best place, as far as heating the 
water is concerned, to locate the boiler is in the 
kitchen near the range. 

Locating the kitchen boiler in the basement with 
the waterback in kitchen above, is good only in rare 
cases where the boiler cannot be located in the kitchen 
or above it, and while being able to place it in the cel- 
lar is an advantage under the circumstances, there 
comes wi‘h it a disadvantage in its slower heating of 
the water.

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THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 

The National Association of Master Steam and Hot 
Water Fitters held their twelfth annual convention at banquet 
room in the Brunswick Hotel, Boylston street, Copley Square, 
Boston, on June 7th and 8th. The members were on hand with 
greater promptitude than is usual with conventions, and at 10 
o’clock sharp on Thursday morning Elias D. Smith, of New 
York City, Chairman of the National Executive Committee, 
called the convention to order and in a few well chosen words 
introduced Francis A. Williams, of New York City, National 
Vice-President, who took the chair, President Leon H. Pren- 
tice, of Chicago, being absent. 

The first business in order was the appointment of a cre- 
dential committee, and after Chairman Williams had selected 
this body, the convention took a recess, the members chatting 
socially with one another and renewing reminiscences 
of former gatherings. At 11 o'clock Chairman Williams 
rapped with his gavel, reconvening the convention, and the 
Committee on Credentials reported the results of their labors 
as to who were and who were not entitled to sit in the con- 
vention. 

After this report had been accepted, Mr. Sayward, Secre- 
tary of the Master Builders’ Association, asked for the floor 
and gave the members of the Master Steam and Hot Water 
Filters Association a cordial invitation to visit this kindred 
association. This kind invitaton was promptly and unani- 
mously accepted, the members deciding to go in a body at 12 
o'clock, Henry L. Hall, of New York, the National Treasurer 
of the Association, was next called on for his report, which he 
read as follows:

Following Treasurer Hall’s presentation of the financial 
status of the Association, Secretary Henry B. Gombers, the 
National Secretary, gave his report, in which he stated 
that the Association, while not as strong numerically as last 
year, was stronger than ever owing to the more perfect co- 
operation of the members. Mr. Gombers’ report is as follows: 


OFFICERS HAVE RESPONDED READILY. 


In presenting this, my Fourth Annual Report, I will 
follow my usual custom and make it a very brief one, stating 
at the outset that the principal items of interest which would 
naturally be expected to appear in this report have been 
incorporated in the Executive Committee and Treasurer’s 
report. 

Having been in close touch with the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee and Treasurer during the fiscal year 
just ended, it has facilitated the transaction of the business 
assigned me in a manner that was most satisfactory to myself 
and I trust has been to you. Mention is made of the Chair- 
man and Treasurer for the reason that these officers have a 
large amount of detail work to perform from which other 
members of the Executive Committee are absolved. 

Whenever the other members of the Executive Committee 
have been called upon for advice or action, they have readily 
responded in a manner that could occasion no adverse 
criticism. It can be readily perceived that the members of the 
Committee have had some work to do, when you consider the 
figures below given concerning 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

1,699 letters have been received during the past fiscal year, 
being an increase of 447 over 1899. Letters on general 
business, special and circular letters, notices and other first- 
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class mail sent from the office numbered 6,753 pieces, which 

is an increase of 1,112 pieces of first-class matter over that 

reported in 1899. Copies of Standard Flange Schedules and 

“OFFICIAL BULLETINS,” are not included in these figures, 
“OFFICIAL BULLETIN.” 

There has been an increased interest shown in this, your 
Official Organ, as evidenced by various enquiries and espec- 
ially from would-be advertisers and advertising agencies. The 
policy laid down some years ago by the Association (and as 
it is understood by your secretary), has been strictly adhered 
to in every respect. 

The members, and especially Secretaries of the Associa- 
tion ought to keep the National Officers supplied with matter 
of interest for publication. There are very many men in this 
organization quite competent to write articles on heating, and 
ventilating, and such articles furnished for the “OFFICIAL 
BULLETIN,” pages would be sure to have as_ favorable 
a reception as others that have heretofore been published 
therein. 

LIST IN ACCORD, 

During the past fiscal year we have communicated with a 
number of manufacturers and dealers, who had heretofore 
refraining from signing the TRADE RESOLUTIONS, and as a result 
of this correspondence, we have received the signatures of 
sixty-two (62) concerns. The total number, with branches, 
now on the list in good standing is five hundred and eighty- 
three (583), showing a net gain of thirty-five (35), over the 
number reported at last Annual Convention. 

COMPLAINTS. 

The statistics relating to Complaints made for violation of 
Trade agreement, appear in the Executive Committee’s report, 
and all the data referring to this subject can be found on file 
at National Headquarters, where it is open for the inspection 
of those entitled to same. 

ORGANIZING. 

During the past year your Secretary has taken every 
opportunity that presented itself, to visit places where his 
services were called for, or where he thought it advisable to 
follow up correspondence, with an idea of helping those in 
the trade who wished to take steps to organize an association. 
The result of joint efforts has been an addition to our mem- 
bership from cities where no local association formerly 
existed. 

The experience of those familiar with Organizing, points 
to the fact that most good can be accomplished in the way 
of preliminary work by those contiguous to unorganized ter- 
ritory; when it has been necessary for the National Officers 
to lend their assistance, they have readily done so. 

During the past year, your Secretary has traveled about 
twelve thousand miles in the interests of the Association, go- 
ing south-west to St. Louis, west to Chicago, south to Wash- 
ington, east to Boston, and also visiting Albany, Amsterdam, 
Baltimore, Buffalo, Binghamton, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus, Detroit, Erie, Little Falls, Oswego, Philadelphia, 
Rochester, Syracuse, and Utica, and in a number of cases 
some of the above named cities more than once. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

I desire to express my appreciation and to give my sin- 
cere thanks to the members of the Executive Committee, who 
have been most considerate and who have been so ready to 
respond to special calls for assistance whenever occasion war- 
ranted. 

SECRETARIES. 

To the Secretaries of State and Local Associations, who 
have been prompt in attending to correspondence with Na- 
tional Headquarters, I tender my hearty thanks. 

CONDITION OF THE ASSOCIATION. 

Last year my report closed with the following paragraph: 
“Tt is quite natural that your Secretary should have formed 
some opinions of his own, based on the experience obtained 
during the past two or three years. 

“Speaking without prejudice, and without fear of the 
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statement being successfully controverted, I will say that this 
Organization is to-day in a much healthier condition than it 
has been at any time since my acquaintance with its affairs. 
With the hope that the end of the coming fiscal year will show 
even a better state of affairs, I respectfully submit my report.” 

The above words seem to fit this occasion most admirably. 
The hope that the condition of your affairs at this time would 
be better than they were last year is fulfilled in various ways. 

Financially, somewhat stronger, notwithstanding the non- 
receipt of sums mentioned in the Executive Committee’s re- 
port. 

MEMBERSHIP IS STRONGER. 

A few members less on the rolls than last year at this 
time, but the membership is immeasurably stronger by reason 
of the mutual confidence, respect and esteem that has been 
shown one another during the past fiscal year. 

Stronger in the eyes of the trade at large by the liberal 
attitude assumed towards the manufacturers and dealers, as 
evidenced by the action taken at Buffalo last year on the Trade 
Resolutions. 

Stronger in the caliber of the men who stand ready and 
willing to take up the work assigned them and who do not 
shirk their responsibilities. 

Reiterating the statement of last year, that this organiza- 
tion is in a much healthier condition than it has been at any 
time since my acquaintance with its affairs, and expressing the 
hope that the end of the coming fiscal year will show a con- 
tinued advance, I respectfully submit my report. 

The appointment of a long series of committees was next 
in order, and Chairman Williams gave out lists of members 
who would serve on the following committees, committee on 
Constitution and By-Laws, Committee on Appeals and Griev- 
ances, Committee on Good of the Order, Committee on Ways 
and Means, Auditing Committee. A representative of the 
Walworth Manufacturing Co., next took the floor and ex- 
tended an invitation to the visitors to take a drive Friday 
afternoon, visiting some of the historic spots in and around 
Boston when history was made a century and a quarter ago. 
The points of interest scheduled for the drive Friday after- 
noon, included the old State House, Fanueil Hall, North 
Church, Bunker Hill and the Navy Yard, and the members 
accepted with cheers and enthusiasm this rare opportunity to 
witness these grand old sites forever consecrated to the 
American people. 

The Executive Committee then presented’ their clear-cut 
report, as follows: 

ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN, 

The first business of the newly elected Committee was 
that of selecting one of their members to serve as Chairman. 
At a meeting held at the Genesee Hotel, Buffalo, N. Y., on 
Thursday, June 8, 1899, Mr. Elias D. Smith of New York 
City was chosen Chairman, and he has since acted in that 
capacity. 

ELECTION OF NATIONAL SECRETARY. 

At the above mentioned meeting the Committee re- 
elected as National Secretary, Henry B. Gombers of New 
York City, he having served in that capacity since April, 
1897. 

SURETY BONDS, 

The Constitution of the Association provides for Surety 
Bonds to be given by the National Treasurer and National 
Secretary. The above named officers delivered to the chair- 
man of your Committee bonds of an approved Surety Company 
for the amount called for. 

ADMINISTRATION, 


At the meeting of the Executive Committee held at 
Buffalo, June 8, 1899, the Chairman and Messrs. F. A. 
Williams and Henry L. Hall, were duly made a sub-committee 
to take charge of the detail and ordinary business of the 
Association as provided for in the Constitution. This sub- 
committee has relieved the other members of the Executive 
Committee of a great amount of work, and no question has 
arisen during the past year that made it necessary to call the 
entire Committtee to Headquarters. This sub-committee has 
continued the established custom of setting apart Thursday 
afternoons for Committee work, and our members and others 
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who visit headquarters can almost always find one or all of 
the resident membeis in attendance. 
HEADQUARTERS. 

Headquarters are open every day in the year except 
Sundays and holidays, although at times during the past year 
the pressure of work has required the presence of the Secre- 
tary and assistants on holidays. The Committee in the 
conduct of the affairs committed to its charge has followed 
the Constitution, and complied with its provisions to the 
minutest detail. Each member has endeavored to faithfully 
fulfill the duties assigned to him, thereby hoping to merit the 
trust and confidence shown by you in selecting them to take 
charge of the affairs of the Association for the year just 
ended. 

REPORTS OF SECRETARY AND TREASURER. 

You will bear in mind that the statements presented by 
the Treasurer and Secretary, cover a period from June 1, 
1899, to May 31, 1900, the latter date being time set for closing 
of books in order to allow time in which to make up the 
accounts for a complete year. 

The National Treasurer and National Secretary presented 
their books and accounts to the meeting of National Executive 
Committee, called for the purpose of making the semi-annual 
examination as provided for in Constitution, as well as in the 
Surety Bond. 

The Committee (a majority of whom were present), made 
the examination and a minute was ordered placed on the 
records to the effect that everything was found to be correct. 

OFFICIAL BULLETIN, 

During the current fiscal year, we have published twelve 
(12), numbers of the “OFFICIAL BULLETIN” About thirty 
thousand copies have been sent to members and others sub- 
scribers regularly. Occasionally sample copies have been sent 
to Master Steam Fitters and Manufacturers and Dealers 
whose names do not appear upon our “List in Accord.” The 
expense to the Association of publishing the “BULLETIN,” has 
been considerably lessened by the generous support of ad- 
vertisers who appreciate its value in reaching the actual users 
of steam fitting material, and who recognize the “OFFICIAL 
BULLETIN” as such a medium. 

The policy which has been pursued in the publication cf 
the “BULLETIN,” is the same as in previous years, and that 
is to make it a means of communication with our members 
without in any way interfering with the regular trade papers, 
whose management. have recognized our attitude, and give us 
due credit for the stand we take. 

STANDARD FLANGES. 

The past year has not been especially noticeable in results 
of agitating the use of the Standard Flange Schedule. A 
number of enquiries have been made by manufacturers and 
on their request,’ copies of the Schedule have been supplied 
them. We have printed the Schedule in five (5) issues of the 
“OFFICIAL BULLETIN,” thus keeping the subject before the trade 
at large, and we believe that the matter is commending itself 
more and more to the good judgment of manufacturers. In 
view, however, of the criticism frequently heard upon the 
practical working of the Schedule on some pipe sizes, we 
would recommend the appointment of a Special Committee to 
confer with the other societies as to a few minor changes. 

TRADE RESOLUTIONS. 

It is no doubt clear in the minds of our members that a 
very liberal change was made in the attitude of the Association 
by adopting at the Eleventh Annual Convention in Buffalo, 
the Trade Resolutions as they now exist. 

The RESOLUTIONS as passed by the Association prior to 
the Eleventh Annual Convention, had certain features therein 
that the practical members found were inconsistent with the 
views of many of those whose friendship it was desirable to 
secure and retain, and it therefore became obvious that a 
modification of the RESOLUTIONS, would be well received by the 
steam fitting fraternity. This judgment seems to have been 
well founded, as there has been an increase in signatures to 
the TRADE RESOLUTIONS amounting to sixty-two (62), in 
number since the last Convention. 

LIST IN ACCORD, 


As above stated, we have added to the List in Accord 
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the names and addresses of sixty-two (62), manufacturers and 
dealers. We have taken from the list the names and addresses 
of twenty-seven (27) concerns, who have either discontinued 
manufacturing or dealing in steam goods, gone out of business 
entirely, or perhaps given up a branch office. No names have 
been removed by the Executive Committee by reason of viola- 
tion of the TRADE RESOLUTIONS, neither has any one on the list 
(who is still in the business), voluntarily withdrawn their 
name. 

We recommend that officers and State and 
Local Associations make an effort the coming year to obtain 


members of 


signatures to the TRADE RESOLUTIONS, from manufacturers and 
dealers not now on the List in Accord.

not entertain Complaints for violation of TRADE RESOLUTIONS 
in Cities or Towns where there are no Association Members. 
There have been occasions where our members complained 
that they were injured by the action of concerns on List in 
Accord in territory contiguous to our members, which war- 
ranted an investigation, and we have invariably called the 
attention of those complained of to the facts as we have them. 
The result has been a disposition on the part of the defendants 
to rectify the error, and a promise to avoid its recurrence in 
the future. 
MANUFACTURERS’ TRADE MARKS. 


The Committee on Good of the Order at last Convention, 
among other recommendations, made the following report: 

“We recommend that the manufacturers be requested to 
place some distinguishing mark on their goods so that light 
or improperly constructed material may be readily placed.” 

This recommendation was adopted, and in pursuance 
thereof a circular letter was mailed to all manufactures and 
dealers on the List in Accord. The replies were practically 
unanimous in approving this idea, and many of the manu- 
facturers offered to affix a mark which would identify them- 
selves as being In Accord, being notified by this 
Association as to the nature or design of such a mark, if 
adopted by the Association.

It was not the intention of the 
Association to adopt a distinctive mark, and we uniformly 
notified all enquirers that what we wished them to do was, 
to place a mark of their own on their goods, so that they 
could be easily recognized as being the product of a manu- 
facturer who was not only on the List in Accord, but was 
also proud of the quality of his wares.

Following this summary of Association work came a ques 
tion that is of deep importance to the Association, viz.: that 
of Standard Flange Revision. This matter of any old flanges 
was a decided eye-sore to the Convention until a committee, 
headed by Edward P. Bates, of Syracuse, reported at the Chi 
cago convention of 1894 a system of standardization of flanges 
that brought order out of chaos. This system as adopted by 
the Association has worked fairly well, but of course there 
is room for improvement by revision, and to bring this about 
Chairman Williams appointed a committee on Standard Flange 
Revision, after which the convention adjourned at 12:30 P. M 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Thursday afternoon session of the Master Steam 
and Hot Water Fitters’ Association convention was convened 
at 3 Pp.

EX-PRESIDENT PRENTICE.

TWO ELLIPSOGRAPHS. 





It was said a good many thousand years ago that 
there was nothing new under the sun, and this same 
axiom is truer now than then, in spite of the industry 
of the patent office, which theoretically places the 
stamp of originality on a varied bunch of appliances, 
but which practically often gives a man credit for the 
duplication of a hoary idea. 

Among recent patents is one issued to Gertrude 
M. King, of picturesque Nantucket, in the common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, for an ellipsograph intended 
to facilitate the drawing of ellipses with ease and 
rapidity. This instrument is preferably shaped like a 
Maltese cross, the arms of which are provided with 
slots intersecting each other as shown. In these slots 
are mounted the spindles which support the instru- 
ment proper. The supporting table is provided with 
cushions at the ends of the legs, allowing the table to 
be depressed until the drawing points are in contact 
with the paper, A glance at the illustration will show 
that the spindles are free to move only in certain rela- 
tive directions, and a moment’s study will make it 
plain that the line drawn by a pencil or pen situated 
at the end of the horizontal bar as the spindles travel 
through the slots will be that of an ellipse. It is ob- 
vious that by clamping either of the spindles to the 
table and removing the other spindle the instrument 
can be made to draw various other geometrical 
figures, and mumerous uses to which it can be ap- 
plied will suggest themselves to the owner of the in- 
strument. 

There is no question but that Miss King’s ellipso- 
graph will draw ellipses in a highly creditable man- 
ner, but a comparison of this patented ellipsograph 
with one that appeared in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN 


January 22, 1898, would appear to indicate that this 
patent is not of avery binding nature, owing to the 
priority of invention ofa similar article that has been 
in common use. We reproduce the description of the 
ellipsograph given in our issue of January 22, 1898, 
in the ‘‘Tinners’ Club” series. 

‘‘A is a square block of well seasoned wood with 
grooves B cut through center as indicated. C C are 
pieces of woud planed down to run smoothly in the 
aforesaid grooves B B. FE E are ordinary wire nails 
extending upwards from center of C C and passing 
through D, a plain piece of wood planed smooth to 


slide over the surface of A, Draw a number of hole: 
through D so pencil F can be placed at any required 
distance from £ and £, which points can be altered by; 
placing holes in D at any desired place. To find point 
to place Ff. Take half distance of required length 
of oval and measure from same to place F. Then take 
half distance of width and measure backwards from F 
to place £ as place for other nail tocut D. Then hold 
block firmly and draw your required oval easily and 
accurately. The machine is an easy one to make and 
should find a place in the pattern department of every 
up-to-date tinshop.”

article was one designed a number of years ago by 
Thomas Bradbeer, of the Safety Furnace Pipe 
Co., Detroit, Mich., so that there can be no dan- 
ger of any tinner using the same being success- 
fully prosecuted for infringement of patent. Then 
too we do not see what there is to prevent anyone 
who so desires from coolly appropriating the idea 
of Miss King’s ellipsograph if he prefers that to the 
‘‘Tipners’ Club” instrument, as it looks as though it 
would be impossible to sustain the validity of this 
patent owing to the priority of invention claim that 
could be set up with the ‘‘Tinners’ Club” ellipsograph 
as its basis. It is of course to be regretted that the 
lady bright enough to evolve the clever idea described 
herewith should not reap the pecuniary advantage 
therefrom she undoubtedly would if the desirability of 
such an instrument bad not lead to its prior devising 
by a Western sheet metal expert. There are, however, 
mechanics who, rather than take the trouble to make 
a drawing tool of their own, will purchase one ready- 
made and from all such the King e!lipsograph, if not 
too high priced, will undoubtedly meet with a cordial 
welcome.

O. K. STEEL BRAKE. 





The O. K. Mfg. Co., 3039 So. Halsted street, Chi- 
cago, are manufacturers of the O. K, steel brake 
shown herewith. The working parts of this brake are 
made of Bessemer steel. It can be made strong 
enough to bend No. 12 steel. The weight is much less 
than of a cast iron brake. These brakes are very 
suitable for steel range, cornice and skylight work. 

The jaws are connected with a link that Jays 
tight against the end of the brake, and are worked 
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vith an eccentric lever handle that is balanced with 
veight of upper jaw. It may be opened at any dis- 
ance without falling shut by its own weight. If 
ocked it will not open by forming heavy irons. It 
s easily adjusted for forming heavy or light iron by 
means of the wedge and set screw. By running a 
shaft through the length of brake and connecting both 
eccentrics to same it will open both ends with one

handle. The inventor, H. C. Dreisvogt, is an expert 
sheet metal worker and experienced mechanic. 

He claims it is better to have each end open sep- 
arately so it may be closed on the mark at one end to 
keep it from slipping while putting the other end of 
material in place. For work shorter than 8 foot one 
end only is used, and one man can work it, otherwise 
it would take two men. He also claims that it is just 
as unwise to make a brake of cast iron as to build a 
bridge of such material. This firm also make an oaken 
brake on the same principle as their steel one,

If as has been claimed lowered prices for iron 
favor an increased consumption current developments 
in this trade may be classed as favorable because con- 
cessions are being steadily made in nearly every 
branch of trade.
